and Grounds to be allotted them in purſuance of this Act, be not leſs 
than after the Rate of Three Pence for every Statute Acre, in and by 
ſuch Leaſe and Leaſes reſpeCtively to be granted. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the 
Firſt Meeting of the Commiſſioners for putting this A& in Execution 
ſhall be at the Town-Hall in Preſton, in the ſaid County of Lancaſter, 
on the Firſt Day of July in the Year of our Lord One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Sixty ; and that they ſhall, at that or any other ſubſequent 
Meeting or Meetings, have full Power and Authority from time to time, 
as ſhall be thought convenient, to continue ſuch Mecting or Meetings by 
Adjournment or Adjournments, for the due Execution of this Act; and 
when and for want of the Attendance of a ſufficient Number of Com- 
miſſioners, or for any other Reaſon, or by any other Means an Adjourn- 
ment is loſt, it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Committoners and 
their Succeſſors, or any Three or more of them, by Writing under their 
Hands, to call a Meeting for putting this Act in Execution; cauſing 
public Notice to be given thereof in the Chapel of Longton aſoreſaid, 
on ſome Sunday immediately after Divine Service, and to be affixed 
in Writing upon the Door of ſuch Chapel, Ten Days at Ieait before 
ſuch Meeting; and to continue any ſuch Meeting or Meetings by Ad- 
journment from time to time, as ſhall be thought proper. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any 


of the Commiſſioners herein before- named, or any new Commiſſioners 
to be appointed in their or any of their ſtead, ſhall happen to die or re- 
fuſe to act, then and fo often it ſhall and may be lawyful to and for the 
other Commiſſioners for the Time being, or any Seven or more of 
them, at any ſuch Meeting or Adjournment, by Writing under their 
Hands, to ele& and appoint another Commiſhoner or Commiſſioners, 
not intereſted in the ſaid Common and waſte Grounds intended to be 
incloſed as aforeſaid, or any Part thereof, in the room and ſtead of the 
Commiſſioner and Commithoners ſo dying or refuſing to act as afore- 
faid ; ſuch Notice as aforeſaid being previouſly given to ſuch Election: 
And the Perſon or Perſons ſo elected and appointed ſhail have the like 
Powers and Authorities, by virtue of this Act, as the Commiſſioner or 
Commiſſioners in whoſe Place or Places he or they ſhall ſucceed, was 
or were ſeverally inveſted with. 


Pꝛovided alſo, and it is hereby kurther Cnacted, by the Autho- 


rity aforeſaid, That when there are double or more than double the 
Number of Commiſſioners hereby required to do any particular Act or 
Acts in Execution hereof, the major Part of thoſe preſent, amounting 
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to or exceeding ſuch Number, ſhall determine all Queſtions relating 
thereto reſpectively: And that no Commiſſioner ſhall act, vote, or in- 


termeddle in or concerning any Matter or Thing, wherein he ſhall be 
any ways intereſted or concerned. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That no- 
thing herein contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to defeat, leſſen, 
or prejudice the Right, Title, and Intereſt of the Lords of the faid 
Manor of Longton, of, in, and to the Seigniories and Royalties incident 
and belonging to the ſame; but that the Lords of the ſaid Manor for 
the Time being, ſhall and may from time to time, and at all times for 
ever hereafter, hold and enjoy all Rents, Services, Courts, Perquiſites 
and Profits of Courts, Goods and Chattels of Felons and Fugitives, 
Felons of themſelves, and put in Exigent, Deodands, Waifs, Eſtrays, 
Forfeitures, and other Royalties, Privileges, and Appurtenances to the 
{aid Manor, or to the Lords thereof for the Time being, incident, appen- 
dant, belonging, or appertaining ; in the ſame and as full, ample, and 
beneficial Manner, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as the Lords of the ſaid 
Manor for the Time being could or might have held and enjoyed the 


ſame, in caſe this AR or the ſaid new-intended Incloſure had never 
been made, * 7 


Pꝛovided nevertheleſs, and be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That ſuch Parts and Shares of the ſaid Commons and waſte Grounds as 
ſhall, upon ſuch Incloſures, be allotted unto and taken in by the ſeveral 
Charterers within the ſaid Manor, purſuant to this Act, and all and 
every the Mines, Minerals, Delfs, Quarries, and other Advantages 
therein or thereunto belonging, ſhall for ever thereafter be held and en- 
joyed by them reſpectively and their reſpective Heirs and Aſſigns, in 
as full, ample, and beneficial a Manner, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as 
their antient Inlands, to which the ſame ſhall be reſpectively allotted, 
are now held and enjoyed; fave only as to their Right of Common in 
the other Parts of the ſaid waſte Grounds to be incloſed and allotted 
as aforeſaid, which is to ceaſe and be extinguiſhed as aforeſaid. 


And whereas Part of the waſte Ground in Longton aforeſaid, called 
Longton Marſh, or the Higher and Lower Marſh, that adjoins to the 
Rivers Ribble and Afland, and contains Three hundred and ninety-five 
Statute Acres One Rood and Eighteen Perches, or thereabouts, Part 
whereof is ſometimes in great Floods, overflown, and is not at preſent 
ſo convenient, to be wholly incloſed as it may hereafter be, but ſome 
Part thereof may for ſome Years be enjoyed to greater Advantage as 
a ſtinted or limited Paſture, and may hereafter be more convenient for 
Incloſure ; B tt theretoꝛe Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
ſuch Part or Parts of the faid Ground, called Longton Marſh, or the 
Higher and Lower Marſhes, as ſhall be left open and unincloſed, ſhall in 
the mean time, and until the ſame ſhall be taken in and incloſed as 
herein after mentioned and directed, be enjoyed as a ſtinted Paſture 0 
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the Owners and Occupiers of Lands in Longton aforeſaid, rateably and 
in Proportion to their antient Grounds there: And that the Proportions, 
Method, and Manner of ſtinting the ſame, and all Diſputes relating 
thereto, ſhall be finally ſettled, adjuſted, and determined by the Commiſ- 
ſioners for the Time being, or by Five or more of them, whoſe Deter- 


mination relating thereto ſhall be final and concluſive to all Intents and 
Purpoſes. | 


Dꝛobiden always, and be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That the ſaid Marſhes, or ſuch Part or Parts thereof as ſhall be left 
open for the Purpoſes aforeſaid, ſhall and may at any time or times, 
with the Conſent of the major Part in Value of the Land-owners in 
Longton aforeſaid, be divided, ſet out, allotted, and incloſed, by the 
Commiſſioners, or any Five or more of them, unto and amongſt the 
ſaid Land-owners, by ſuch Ways and Means, and by, with, and under 
ſuch Rules, Orders, Directions, Powers, and Proviſions, as are herein 
before directed, preſcribed, and provided, of, for, and concerning the 
Commons, Lands, and Grounds hereby directed, appointed, and al- 
lowed to be firſt incloſed as aforeſaid : And which ſaid Rules, Orders, 
Directions, Powers, and Proviſions, ſhall be uſed, exerciſed, and pur- 
ſued, in as full, ample, and extenſive Manner, to all Intents and Pur- 
poſes, as if the ſame were expreſly inſerted, repeated, and re-enacted 
in and by this preſent Act: And if there ſhall not at that time be a 
ſufficient Number of Commiſſioners living, or to be had, to put this 


Act in Execution, all and every his Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace for + 


the County of Lancaſter for the Time being, ſhall be and are hereby 
appointed Commiſſioners; and the ſaid Juſtices, or any Five or more of 
them, ſhall have ſuch and the like Power and Authority to act in and 
concerning the Premiſes, as any other Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners 
appointed or to be appointed by or in purſuance of this Act is or ſhall 
be veſted with; any thing herein before contained to the contrary thereof 
in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 


Saving always to the KEING's Moſt Excellent MA EST, his 
Heirs and Succeſſors, and to all and every other Perſon and Perſons, 
Bodies Politic and Corporate, his, her, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, 
Executors, and Adminiſtrators (Other than the Lords of the ſaid Manor 
for the Time being, and all and every other Perſon and Perſons intitled 
to any Right of Common in and upon the ſaid Commons and waſte 
Grounds ſo directed to be incloſed as aforeſaid, his, her, and their 
Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors, and Adminiſtrators reſpectively); All 
ſuch Right, Title, and Intereſt, as they, every or any o them, had and 
enjoyed, in, to, or out of, the ſaid Commons and waſte Grounds ſo 
directed to be incloſed as aforeſaid, before the paſſing of this Act, or 
could or might have had or enjoyed in caſe this Act had not been 
made. | 
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
